The polls will be open at said place and date 
from 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon until 6:00 o’clock in 
the afternoon for the reception of your ballots upon 
the election of town officers under the Australian Bal- 
lot Laws; furthermore, you are hereby warned that on 
said date and place, at 11:00 o’clock in the forenoon, 
the matters of appropriations and such other business 
properly coming before said meeting will be taken up 
for your consideration and action. 

1. To choose by ballot the following town officers 
for the ensuing year: a town clerk, a town treasurer, 
two auditors and one road agent. 

2. To choose by ballot the following town officers 
for the ensuing three years: one selectman, one library 
trustee and one trustee of the trust funds. 

3. To see if the town will instruct its selectmen to 

appoint all other town officers as required by law. 

4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to pay town officers and for the support of the 
town poor. 

5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of the police department. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for building and repairing highways and bridges 
and for town maintenance. 

7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for sewer maintenance. 

8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for lighting streets for the ensuing year. 

9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of the public library. 

10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the observance of Memorial Day. 

11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
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raise for the employment of a district nurse. 

12. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to meet interest charges for the ensuing year. 

13. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$159.49 for town road aid, thereby obtaining from the 
State the sum of $637.96 to be expended on Class V 
roads. 

14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for miscellaneous expenses. 

15. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of

old ball field. 

16. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $50.00 to the White Mountains Re-

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the members of the Northumberland School Board: 

I hereby submit for your consideration, my tenth 
annual report of the Northumberland schools. 

The September school census reported 275 boys and 
274 girls in town between the ages of 5 and 16 or a 
total of 549. There were reported 4 between 5-8, 2 be- 
tween 8-14 and 2 between 14-16 or a total of 8 not in 
school. 541 were reported in school. The total number 
registered on September 30, 1943 was 608. 49 of these 
were over 16 years. 18 were reported from other town 
or tuition pupils. Two handicapped children were re- 
ported between 5-16—one boy and one girl. 

At the close of the year, we lost two teachers from 
the elementary school building—Irma H. Willard and 
Pauline A. Spitzner, and three from the high school— 
Sophie A. Byk, Ruth Kuusela and Priscilla B. Evans. 
During the summer vacation, we lost Ella O. Keene 
to Keene Teachers’ College and Ronald A. Perham to 
Lisbon Supervisory Union as their superintendent. The 
positions were filled as follows: Elementary school, 
Vera L. Nelson and Alice Zolner; High school, Virginia 
Currier, Lois E. Oliver, Angeline Janetos, Eleanor 
Morrill and Norman W. Lafayette, headmaster. 

Coaching basketball has been under the guidance of 
Roy Cascadden for the boys and Miss Janetos for the 
girls. Both teams are working out very well. They are 
playing their schedule games and winning a good pro- 
portion of them. 

The transportation routes have been changed some- 
what. Howard Potter has the Stratford line and 
Craggy road route; Clayton Potter has the double trip 
route to Northumberland as last year; Delphis Leclerc 
has the Lost Nation and Lawrence Gonyer routes. Mrs. 
Veora Wheelock has the Stark route the same as last 
year. 

From the registers, we learn that the schools were 
actually in session 36 weeks; the unrepeated registra- 
tion was 571; per cent of attendance, 94.38; six school 
board meetings were held; 986 tardy marks were 
recorded (far too many); 4 visits were made to the 
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schools by school board members; 439 visits to the 
schools by citizens; and the superintendent was credited 
with 1,066 teacher visits. 


The following 37 pupils had perfect school record for 
the year: Anita Gilman, Roger Meunier, Marilyn Mills, 
Lynn Rice, Theodore Rogers, Merle Damon, Marcelle 
LePine, Harold Rolfe, Shirley Maguire, Richard 
Perham, Lorraine King, Carlene Beattie, Armond De 
La Buere, Edith Fiske, Lorraine Tippitt, Leona Wall- 
ing, Jacqueline LePine, Betty Newell, Lottice Parker, 
Dana Moore, Dorothy Dunham, Lorraine Baron, Vivian 
Cantin, Marcia Perham, Arnold Fluery, Franklin 
Rogers, Joyce Knapp, Juaneta Peers, John Rolfe, 
Winifred Fluery, David Gaudette, Deane Warren, 
James Emerson, Marcia Miles, Frances Shanon, Donald 
Arsenault, Howard Barnett and Michael Cross. 

In addition to minor repairs, the outside finish on the 
elementary schoolhouse was painted. Desks in some 
rooms were sanded and varnished. Quite a little repair- 
ing was done on the headmaster’s house before the 
new headmaster moved in. When it becomes possible, 
it will be a good plan to have celotex put on more of 
the rooms in both school buildings. 

The Manual Arts department, this year, is devoting 
the time to making projects selected by the pupils. 
Some very good work is being done. 

The work of the Home Economics department is 
carried on about as in the past. The work covers can- 
ning, cooking, sewing, knitting, darning and home 
making. 

The yearly health check-up of the pupils was made 
by Dr. W. R. Schillhammer, assisted by Florence 
Wheeler, R.N. Miss Wheeler makes daily visits to the 
elementary schools. It is difficult, if possible, to esti- 
mate her value to the community and the schools. 

Physical Fitness program, began last year, has been 
continued. The course was urged as a war measure by 
the government but it would be of value if we were 
not at war. 
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Remedial work is carried on, more or less, in all 
grades in order to hold our standard of efficiency and 
to raise it if possible.
